Army Headquarters in Northern. 
Italy, Oct. 27.—Under military escort 
the correspondent was given oppor- 
tunity Wednesday to see Gorivia un- 
der a rain of shells from Austrian bat- 
teries and to look out from a castle 
dominating: the city on the vast scene 
of military operation of which Gorivia 
Is tha strategic center. The visit was 
made just as the Austro-Germans were 
Inaugurating a heavy offensive from 
the north in Rn effort to redeem their 
losses. A heavy artillery "bombard- 
ment has initiated the movement with 
the Italian batteries responding along 
a front of twenty miles running across 
the Bainziizo plateau toward Polmino. 
As the correspondent passed along the. 
road shell* were falling freely three 
miles outside of.Gorivia and there was 
steady roar of guns. Such an offen- 
sive had been anticipated for several 
days, as information reaching head- 
quarters showed the enemy was pre- 
paring for the supreme move of the 
year.

"As it is undesireable to absorb too 
much fatty matter, it is necessary to 
prepare curdled milk for regular use 
from skimmed milk. After the (skim- 
med) milk has been boiled (fire min- 
utes) and rapidly .cooled (to: about 
body heat) pure cultures of the latic 
microbes (Bulgarian bacilli) are sown 
in it in sufficient qnantities to pre- 
vent the germination of spores already 
in the milk and not destroyed in the 
process of boiling. The fermentation 
lasts a number of hours, varying ac- 
cording to temperature, and finally 
produces a eour turdled miH£, pleas- 
ant to the taste and active in prevent- 
ing intestinal puterfaction.
